Any boy twelve years of age who 
can not swim, should, if possible, 
learn to do so this summer. W 
"if possible," not because there is 
so much diniculty in learning, but 
every one may not have a suitable 
place, or can not have the help of 
older persons. Tho very first, thing 
to consider in learning to swim -is 
safety. If your parents insist that 
you shall not go into the water unless 
some older person is with you — they 
are right. If there is a pond or lake 
of still water within easy reach, and 
this gradually d ee p e ns, with a clear 
sandy or gravely bottom, yon can 
readily learn to swim. Boys differ as 
to their readiness to learn. Wade out 
until the water is up to your breast. 
then turn your face toward the shore. 
and try to swim towards it. You 
know that the water between you and 
the shore is not over your depth, as 
you have waded through it : this will 
give you confidence to strike out. 
The chief use in the various aids in 
learning, tbe swimming plank, cork or 
the presence of an older person, is to 
give the learner confidence. A plank 
a few feet long, on which the beginner 
can place one or both hands, is some- 
time of use. Corks, or life preservers 
of any kind, that are fastened to the 
body, wc do not think much of. One 
need, but very little aid — in fact no 
aid — in order to keep the head above 
the water, if he only lias confidence. 
If an older brother or other friend 
will hold his hand in such a manner 
that you can hold your chin upon it, 
yon can soon learn the proper move- 
ment of the arms and legs. Another 
movement is to have a strap or band 
of webbing or other material around 
the chest just under tho arms. A few 
f stout, cord has one end attach- 
ed to the band, and the other end 
fastened to a light stout, pole. In 
this manlier a strong person can help 
the learner while standing on the 
land. The chief use of this contri- 
vance is ts give the beginner confi- 
dence. Those who undertake to aid 
in learning to swim, should resist, till 
temptation to play tricks. No matter 
how slight a ducking may be given, 
it startles tbe learner, and he is there- 
after fearful that it may be repeated.

How a few of the Gotham Mutes 
Passed the Day. 
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and preached to the deaf-mutes : 

El'lSiOl'.Vl, ni'.Al'-Mt IT. MIsslON. 

"A service was conducted last, even- 
ing in St. Paul Church, which in all 
its features was perfectly novel. It 
was conducted by the Rev. Mr. Mann, 
a deaf-mute missionary to deaf-mutes. 
Resides many of the regular congrega- 
tion, there were several deaf-mutes. 
The Beotor read the evening service 
as usual, and Mr. Mann interpreted it 
simultaneously for the mutes, thus 
enabling them to take part in the 
service. The interpretation was by 
means of the well-known sign-lan- 
guage of that people. 

" Evening service was followed by 
an address written by Mr. Mann, 
which the Rector read orally. The 
address embraced a history of the rise 
and growth of deaf-mute education. 
Only a little over 350 years ago. the 
first school for their people was found- 
ed ill Spain. To-day there are up- 
wards of 400 schools iii all Christian 
Countries, none being found in 
niunities where the Christian religion 
does not prevail. Of this number 55 
belong to the United Slates ; almost 
every Suite maintaining one. The 
yearly al tendance of pupils is about 
8000. About ten per cent, are gra- 
duated or discharged yearly. rot 
these graduates the Episcopal Church 
is making due effort to provide re- 
ligious services. Bight clergymen, 
(luce of whom are deaf-mutes, arc of- 
ficiating in different pans of the 
Union. Rev, Mr. Maun, one of the 
latter, itinerates throughout the Cen- 
tral Western Stales, and reaches a 
large number. He was formerly a 
teacher of the State school at Flint. 

" The address was closed with a 
biief description of the sign-Ian: 
which forms a system of laiigua 
much as any system of sounds. It it 
the best means of imparting intellec- 
tual and religions ideas to the deaf. 
Without signs it is impossible to eon- 
duel a religious service with equal ef- 
fect to speech. Graceful signs are to 
the eyes of the nun. 'pleasing 

sounds are to the ear. 

••The service was very interesting, 
and the presence of the ' sib 
friends [could' not but deepen in the 
minds of all beside a sense of grati- 
tude to God for mercies so common 
that their rich value is almost for 
ten. 

••This morning a most interesting 
service was held when a brief sermon 

from Acts s : 14—17 was preached by a 

clergyman, after which two deaf- 
mutes of adult, age were baptised by 
Mr. Mann and then received at the 
altar as communicants of the Parish 
waiting confirmation by the Rector, 
Rev. W. T. Whitmarah. 

" Mr. Mann's visit will lone be re- 
membered, and when again he 
l0 visit Muskegon, which can not be 
for some months, so lar.ee is hi 
of labor, there is no doubt he will ra- 
the heartiest possible welcome 
from those blessed with, as well as 
deprived of and hear-
